The objective of my humble effort is to encourage the readers 
to learn the Chinese language. This book is not an alternative to a 
structured or a formal course in Chinese language. | had long been 
contemplating to write this book to make my humble contribution 
to the strengthening of Pakistan-China friendship. The 60 Anniver- 
sary celebrations of diplomatic relations in 2011 inspired me to com- 
plete this job expeditiously. Knowing a foreign language is an ability 
that works wonders as a means of soft power. 

This book comprises a hundred lessons, which have been pre- 
pared keeping in view the need for an ability to speak Chinese with 
Self-help, in the shortest possible time. It is important to know that 
there is no alternative better method than 'Pinyin' to study Chinese. 
Even the Chinese prefer Pinyin like the foreigners, to study their lan- 
guage. This book is meant to serve as a self-help kit. 

The history of the Chinese language is spread over several cen- 
turies. The Chinese civilization began along the Yellow River (Huang 
He). The Chinese language's characters provide a continuity of cul- 
tural heritage and a unique sense of unity and identity to the Chi- 
nese people. The Chinese language which is known as “Mandarin” 
is also called Putonghua (common speech) Zhongwen (language of 
China), Hanyu (language of the Han), Guoyu( National language), 
Huayu (Chinese language). The Chinese language is both an ancient 
and a progressive language. It has continued to evolve with time, as- 
similating hundreds of words of other languages with suitable modi- 
fications in line with the demands of Chinese cultural context. 

The standard Chinese language that is Mandarin follows four 
tones for e.g Rising, Falling-Rising, Falling, and Neutral. Without the 
use of right kind of tones, it would be rather impossible to under- 
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stand or to be understood while speaking Mandarin. it is imponan 
to remember that the ‘pinyin’ only provides the closest St Oe, 
tion of the original sounds. To correctly represent the m eaning ar, 
sound of Chinese expressions, these have to be accompanied by tt, 
right tones. 
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Introduction 


The Chinese language's written script is based on the characters 
which have evolved from the ancient pictographs/symbols. The 
modern Chinese characters are the simplified version of the much 
complicated ancient forms (Güwénzi). The Chinese characters are 
known as (Hànzi). No body knows for sure, how many hànzi are 
there. The best estimate is between 15 to 20 thousands. In English 
language the number of alphabets is 26, in Arabic 32 and in Urdu 36, 
while in Chinese language there are no alphabets, but characters. 
A normal University graduate would know between five to eight 
thousand characters. Knowing five thousand characters would en- 
able one to read a newspaper and any ordinary book. Some charac- 
ters are words in themselves. For literary and technical disciplines, 
knowledge of ten thousand characters is required. The most schol- 
ary people claim to know 15,000 to 20,000 characters. Chinese writ- 
ten language is same in China and abroad. The spoken Chinese lan- 
guage, as compared to written text, is rather easier. The standard 
spoken mandarin follows four tones i.e. rising ( / ), (V) falling — rising 


(\) falling and neutral (-). Different regions in China speak their loca. 


dialects (difang yüyán). For instance, the people of Shanghai speak 
Shanghai dialect, the people of Canton speak Cantonese. Similarly . 

other regions have their own dialects. The mandarin (Putonghua) d 
is Beijing based northern dialect.

The centre of the Chinese civilization is the Yellow River ( Huang 
He) which was also known as "Chinese sorrows”, for its devastating 
floods in ancient times, as it changed its courses too often. The Chi. 
nese language provides the core identity to the Chinese civilization. 
The Chinese characters (visual representations of signs as against al- 
phabets in other languages) has provided unity to Chinese identity 
and heritage. The Chinese language which is known as ‘Mandarin’ is 
also known as 'Putonghua (common speech) Zhongwen (language 
of China), Han yu ( language of Han Chinese), Hua yu (Chinese peo- 
ple's language). The Chinese language is both an ancient and pro- 
gressive language. The Chinese language is an evolutionary language 
in which every year, hundreds of words of other languages find their 
way in the closest meanings in the Chinese cultural context. In this 
assimilation process, the interpretor or the translator ensures com- 
mon denominators of cultural interoperality, given China's own her- 
itage in literature, social and cultural norms. 

The beauty of Chinese language and civilization is that it has great 
capacity to benefit from other languages and Civilizations and also 
benefit them. The standard Chinese i.e Mandarin follows four tones 
e.g rising, falling-rising, falling and neutral. The use of Romanised al- 
phabets, also known as “Pinyin” helps the learning process Without 
the right tones, it would be rather impossible to understang be 
understood, while speaking Mandarin.

Only by repeated practice in a favourable environment (preferably with Chinese friends) or with CD cassettes can 
enable one to have a reasonable understanding and command of the lariguage. It is difficult but achieveable. The fruit 
of this endeavour would be an awesome capacity to communicate with one-fourth of the world's population, win their 
hearts and minds, and conduct business with the world's soon to be largest economy and already the biggest exporter, 
who is also a trusted friend, neighbour, brother and strategic partner of Pakistan.
